merrily. The whole roof of tho second 
bujlding blazed up, lighting the sky

.parlment then made a stand on that, 
side anil poured gallons of water Into 
the burning building, so that, the 
flames were finally beaten down, but 
it was well into Friday morning be- 
fore the fire was considered under 
control.

nature of the stock some of that 
which was wet down can be salvaged, 
but other lines would be as'quickly 
ruined by 'water as by fire. The two 
buildings were well packed with val- 
uable grocery stocks of-ill kinds and 
the total value of the buildings and. 
contents would doubtless run well up 
to $100,000.

The larger of the buildings was for^ 


merly used by Ernst Voigt as a store- 
house and was still owned by him, al- 
though there had been, negotiations, 
for its purchase by the owners o£ the 
Standard Company. 


As far as known there was no fire 


in the building where the fire origi- 
nated, and no cause for the fire can 
be assigned.

The compensation laws 
do not make up for the stoppage ot 
production and incidental expenses. 


Many of these accidents have left

probably due to rushing times in bus- 
iness. And yet the public has been 
thoroughly ' warned ' by

Safety First campaigns, of the losses 
caused by these'accidents. Similarly 
destructive results have probably oc- 
curred all over, the country in factory 
and transportation work, mining, etc. 


While many industries have failed 


to install necessary "safeguards, yet 
the chief, cause of these injuries Is 
the heediessness of workers. It would 
pay the industries to display regu- 
larly to their employes, moving pic- 
lure films illustrating how accidents 
happen, and how tragic their result* 
are.
